OBITUARY.

Junn Nepomuceno Almonte.

_ A telegram from Paris anpnounces the death
in that eity on Moutlsr of this prominent Mexi-
cAn general and politician., He was born in
Mexico doring the latter part of the last cen-
tury, receiving a fine education, and early dis-
tinguished himself ns & man of ability and an
officer of skill aud cournge. During the Texan
war he served as a general officer nnder Santa
Anna, and was o participant In the “'massacre of
the Alamo,” the records of which were found in
his journnl, At the battle of San Jacinto kis
conspleuous gallantry was rewarded by President
Bustamente, who appointed him Becretary of
War—s position he dlled with soccess, (he
suppression of the insurrection headed by Urrea
in 1840 being due Lo the eénergy and courage he
displayed. Duriog the Intter purt of the same
yenr, however, & snccessful revolution drove
Bustamente from powmer, derrlvmg Almonte
o! his office. Possessiog but slender means, he
was forced to make a livelihood as lecturer on
sclence in the city of Mexico, notll his appoint-
ment as Mexican Minister to Washington, where
he remained for several years, making numerous.
friends by his suave manners, dignified bearing
and undonbted talents, Atter the suspension o
diplomatic relations beiween this country and
Mexico be represented his Government at the
Freveh and British Courts, until the return to

wer of his friend Santa Avna in 1858, when
1¢ was senl agnin to Washington, In 1850
the downfall of the dictutor occasioned his
removal from the Unlted States; but he was
not allowed to remain long in retirement, e
being shortly after appointed Mmister to Eng-
land, Tn 1861 the alifed intervenlion took
place, which culminated in the resestablishing
of the empire. Almonte, ever opposed to the
Jiberals, lost no opportunity to urge the
French Emperor to the course he subsequently
pureued. In the midst of the dissensions be-
tween the allled commanders bhe arrived at
Vera Croz with tetters from Napoleon, which
gave 10 the intervention a new bul not alto-
goether unexpeeted festure, Juoarez protested
ngaipat bls presence in the Freoch camp, nnd
demanded that Almonte should be delivered up
to him; but although Genersl Prim and Sir
Charles Wyke, the Eunglish Commissioner,
were willing to comply with this demanl,
the French commander refused; pnd shortly
after n  proelamation was  1ssued b3
CGeneral Taboads, declaring Juarez deposed, and
Almonte invested with supreme power in his
place., He found himself, however, unable to
organize s goverument, and Genersl Forey, on
his arrival in Mexieo, aonulled Taboada’s de-
cree, After the decisive viclory of the Freoch
urme Almonte became one of the triamyiraie to
whom they iutrusted the management of affairs
in Mexico, asslgning him the Foreign Depart=
mentand the Finauees, When the scheme for

he, lu company with the Archbshon of Mexico,
procecded to Miramar, and, on behalf of the
Mexican people. tendered to Maximil an
the Mexican crown. When that uowufor-
tupate prinee  acscended the throue,
he appomted Almonte Lieatenant of the
Empire in April, 1864, aud some weeks
later Mar-hal of the Empire, and snbse-
quently eent bim to the Courteo! his ally,
Napoleon 1II, where he rematoed in a rem-
official capacity nntll the downfall of Maxl
millan. After the withdrawal of the French
troops, he exerted himsel! to the utmost 1o sive
the totterme empire, having made every possi-

fn Mexico for s few months longer.

Although Almonte had contrived to keep
himsell 1 power most of the time, he never
utipined the height of his ambition, that of the
soeealled Presidency, lor which position he was
twice a candidate—first in 1845 and nagain just
aiter the close of the war with the United Biatos,
when he allied himself, for a time, with the
Tiberal opposition.

After the downfall of the empire and the exe.
cutlon of the Emperor, the decea.ed continned
to reside in Parie, where bhe hved until his
death. General Almonte was & man of rore
abilitles and varled attalnments, Bat tew
natives of Mexico can boust of the high mental
calture he possessed.,

Waenmikgron, March 24, —The presence here
of the envoy from the fosurrcclionary authori
ties of Cuba Is attracting much attentlon In
Jovernment eircles, in view of the fact that
he will probably present his credentinls to the
Becretary of State. It is understood that the
whole subject was discussed at the Cablnet
meeting yesterday, when the Becretary of Btate
asked the adviee of the President and other
members of the Cabinet,

The Government Is disposed to move wilh
great caution 1d the matter, especially in view
of the lact that, from Informution w its posses-
sion, the revolutionary party in Cuba is by no
means as formidable us repregented, nor is there
much likelihood of the insurgents being able to
either establish or sustain a provisional govern-
ment for uny length of time, The Government
is also Informed officiuliy thoat the Spunish
aathoritles at home are shipping not only large
nambers of troops to Cuba, bul abundance of
arms and munitions of war.

Except the Insurgents receive substantinl nid
from some oulside sovrce, itis hardly pessible
that they can hold out long against the power
which Spain is brivging to bear upon them.
Our Government sympsthizes with the liberal
party in 8pain, and many high officials here
think that the efforts of the Cuban insurgents
is calculated to distract and weaken the home
government: and as they believe Cuba will be
ours in good time, they are not disposed to
mterfere unnecessarily in the present squabbles
Modifieatlon of the Tenure.olsO0Meo Act:
